If the singer can do noth­ 
ing else but sing; if tho player can do noth­ 
ing, etc. if the speaker is incapable of produc­ 
tive eflort in any other field than that of ora­ 
tory—their incomes cease, tho source being 
destroyed. 
It is purely with these three clas­ 
ses of workers I have to deal, in considering 
the voice as a source of income; for only to 
them is the quality, quantity, and education 
of the voice a matter of grave aud anxious 
concern; only to them is the ^sessio n of a 
melodious aud well-trained voice a matter of 
money yalue.

Instead of a prima donna earning 
thousands you have a music teacher earning 
a pittance. 
Take away Miss Bateman's voice 
and what remains? All her dramatic ability, 
all lier talent, without tho power to use them. 
Taks away John B. Gough's voice, und what 
is left? A writer who would 1h> outranked in 
facility by the first new*pa|>er re|>ortcr he 
should meet. 
The singer, the stage player, 
and the public speaker are voiceworkcrs, pure 
and simple.

When a danseusc of the theatre breaks her 
leg her immediate source of income is destroy 
ed. When a singer, a stage-player, or a pub­ 
lic speaker losses bis or her voice, tbe mis 
fortune is an exactly parallol one. To all 
people everywhere, the voice is useful—a3 tho 
legs are ; but it is indispensable in the three 
professions named. If the singer can do noth 
ing else but sing; if the player can do noth 
Ing, etc. if the speaker is incapable of produc­ 
tivo effort in any other field than that of ora­ 
tory—their incomes cease, tho source being 
destroyed. It is purely with these three clas­ 
ses of workers I have to deal, in considering 
the voice as a source of income; for only to 
them is the quality, quantity, and education 
of the voice a matter of grave aud anxious 
concern; only to them is the possession of a 
melodious and well-trained voice a matter of 
money yalue. It affect Mr. A. T. Stewart’s in­ 
come no moro whether his voice be tuneful or 
cracked than it affects Mr. Cornelius Vander­ 
bilt’s whether his toes turn out or in. But 
taka away Christine Nilsson’s voice and what 
results? Instead of a prima donna earning 
thousands you have a music teacher earning 
a pittance. Take away Miss Bateman’s voice 
and what remains? All her dramatic ability, 
all her talent, without the power to use them. 
Take away John B. Gough’s voice, and what 
is left? A writer who would be outranked in 
facility by the first newspaper reporter he 
should meet. The singer, the stage player, 
and the public speaker are voiceworkcrs, pure 
and simple.

H o w T lic y V ote in C a lifo rn ia . 
Mr. Richardson writcfto the Congregation- 
alist as follows about the general election law 
in California: 
“ California is ahead of Massachusetts in 
its provisions against illegal voting. In the 
first place, tbe printed list identifies eacli voter 
by a number, besides giviug his name,age, oc­ 
cupation, street and number of his residence, 
place of his nativity, and the date of regis­ 
tration, thus making it quite difficult for one 
man to vote in another's name. All the votes 
are furnished by the State, and of uniform 
size, a foot long and four inches wide. They 
aro also uniform in color, white, with a slight 
pink tint. The tickets wheu used must all be 
folded crosswise four time3, and by no mark 
indicate their contents; and no person is al­ 
lowed to show the contents of his ballot, or to 
offer another person a ballot, within 100 feet 
of the i>olls; this distance being designated 
by red Hags upon stakes. 
Thus California 
has all the advantages of the secret ballot law 
passed by Massachusetts some years since 
through the efforts of Hon. Amasa Walker 
and others, but soon after repealed—by mis­ 
take, as it always seemed to me.’ ’

gent denunciations of sin and the sharp ox- 
bortatious to better conduct with which the 
ignoble tinker besprinkled his unlettered ser­ 
io u s during the .lays of his own deep spirit- 
iial struggles. 
When “Charley" got back 
from “ over the water," he was much more 
strongly inclined to havo a good time iu the 
flesh aud to enjoy the blessings which the 
temporal gods provided Hun to clip his hair 
like a Puritan, intone musty old psalms 
through his nose and abjure “ wine, women 
und song.” In consistence with his ethics of 
life, he removed out of his way what few 
voices "crying in the wilderness’’ especially 
disturbed his Bacchanal festivities in Loudon.! 
So it came naturally to pass that Bunyan was 
provided with quiet apartm ents in one of the 
two jails in Bedford. 
If the little village of 
that name had possessed a prophetic desire

The Beau of Westminister, wLo made thq 
principal spoech at the unveiling of the statue, 
had Hie high eourago for a churchman to ad­ 
mit the fact. 
Curled cavalier, supple and 
fawning courtier, Kell Gwyuue and tho rest of 
the luxurious courtesans of Charles II., are 
gouo into the charnel-house of history, while 
Hie Loudon of two centuries since has to be 
pointed out to the inquiring tourist; but Bed­ 
ford is known wherever throughout the world 
literature lias penetrated, for it there are only 
three books in a distant mid lonesome land, 


oho of them is -ure to be the " Pilgrim’s Pro­ 
gress.’'

The statue of Bunyan just ded 
iaated is of bronze and by an artist of the 
Royal Academy.

Perhaps after his action after the memor­ 
able interview with Commodore Vanderbilt, 
in which in a week be had issued nearly all 
the greenback reserve in spite of his solemn 
asseveration that tho President of the United 
States could not violate law—perhaps after this 
we should not hare dismissed the formation 
of any opinion regarding his action on any­ 
thing as extra hazardous. 
But his veto so 
plumply and emphatically demanded specia 
payments and condemned inflation of the cur 
rency that it seemed almost impossible be 
should sign any hill that in the least differed 
with this purpose. 
And yet in a fortnight he 
signs the compromise currency bill that not 
only does not advance us auy on the road to 
specie payments, but even inflates tho curred 
cf. 
It is difficult to understand such dealing 
with the most important question of the time, 
UU less several write the President’s public pa­ 
pers and be understands nouc of them. 
Tbe great need is that our financial system 
should acquire such a positive lone as that our 
men of large capital can go ahead with their 
enterprises that look to a future market. 
In 
place of a far-reaching policy that would set 
tile iroti mills and factories to work, complete 
railroads, nnd erect buildings, we have a 
wretched bill that may stimulate the peanut 
vendor or apple-woman into a forced activity 
daring a short season, while real businoss lan­ 
guishes and money accumulates ut tho great 
commercial centers for lack of use. 
Tho now law legalises Hie $26,000,000 of 
reserve uow in circulation. It further reduces 
the required reserve of national banks to five 
per cent., which lets loose thirty millions 
more, and as a eon of sop to the west aud 
south provides for tho transfer of $35,000,000 
from other sections of tho country. 
All this, 
with the exception of the transfer, which iu 
reality amounts to very little, is just the op­ 
posite of specie payments, and is as difficult 
to harmonize with the President’s veto as his 
professions of CiTil Service Reform with his 
Butler appointments.

Three hundred years have passed 
since Shakespeare, the best endowed of 
Nature's children, came on earth, and nearly 
that since lie laid down his marvellous pen 
forever, but lha spirit of tlio chief of poets 
has just begun to demonstrate its claim to in 
telloctual rulersbip and royally over tho race 
Milton died the well-known author of u 
pamphlet entitled “A Defence of the People 
of Eugland” aud of a remarkable epic; to-day 
be holds an undisputed place among the 
dozen supernal imaginations which time has 
produced. John Bunyau died in 1G83, one 
liuudred and eighty-six years ago, aud now 
an English duke, ho of Bedford, erects a 
statue to the memory and fume of the deceased 
tinker. The duke is the political and social, 
if not the lineal descendant, of the mau who 
shut Bunyan up iu jail and kept him there 
tivplrn yoqra fnr tlin then Hsrinii* nffpiio.fl 
preachiug the gospel. Tho Cavalier w 
not the sort of gentlemen to relish the 
gent denunciations of sin and the sharp 
liortations to belter couduct with which 
ignoble tinker besprinkled his unlettered 
mons during tho days of his own deep spirit 
nal struggles. When “Charley” got 
from '• over the water,” he was much , 
strongly inclined to havo a good time in 
flesh aud to enjoy the blessiugs which 
temporal gods provided than to clip his 
like a Puritan, intono musty ¿id ps 
through his nose and abjure “wine, wc.. 
and song.” Iu consistence with his ethics 
life, he removed out of his way what 
voices “crying in the wilderness” especially 
disturbed his Bacchanal festivities in Loudon. 
So it came naturally to pass that Bunyan 
provided with quiet apartments la one of 
two jails in Bedford. If the little village of 
that name had possessed a prophetic 
to bcsomo immortal, it could not 
adopted a w¡3er course to secure that end. 
The Dean of Westminister, who made the 
principal spoech at the unveiling of the statue, 
, bad the high courago Tor a churchman t 
mit the fact. Curled cavalier, supple 
fawning courtier, Nell Gwyune aud tho r 
the luxurious courtesans of Charles II 
gone into the charnel-house of history, 
the Loudon of two centuries since has' 
un­ 
pointed out to the Inquiring tourist; but Bed­ 
ford is known wherever throughout the world 
literature has penetrated, for if there are only 
three books in a distant and lonesome land 
one of them is sure to be the “ Pilgrim’s Pro­ 
gress.” It is worthy of remark hardly the less 
because it is constantly occurring, that often 
the very narrowness and bigotry or a place or 
a nation doe3, in the last results of it, form 
unintentionally the basis of a vast aud salu­ 
tary influence to be exercised perpetually in 
future. For example, if the licentious aris­ 
tocracy of the Restoration had been tolerant 
of the tinker or oblivious to him, lie would 
probably never hay* written his wonderful al­ 
legory, aud had the Duke of Bedford (if there 
was one then) beeu of lbs temper of his suc­ 
cessor of to-day, Bedford had remained in ob­ 
scurity; persecution,Jas it had often done b»- 
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Tbc Currency B ill. 
The statesman who trifles with the financial 
aflalrs of his country is more sure of condem­ 
nation at the bauds of his countrymen than 
he who come3 short of the full requirements 
of questions of moral significance, inasmuch 
as monetary matters affect every oue, without 
egard to section. President Grant trifles 
with the currency question with the most reck­ 
less disregard of consistency and to the most 
complete entanglement aud discomfiture of 
business men. 
Perhaps after his action after the memor­ 
able interview with Commodore Vanderbilt, 
in which iu a week be had issued nearly all 
the greenback reserve in spite of his solemn 
asseveration that the President of tho United 
States could not violate law—perhaps after this 
wo should not have dismissed the formation 
of any opinion regarding his action on any­ 
thing as extra hazardous. But his veto so 
plumply and emphatically demanded specie 
payments aud condemned inflation of the cur­ 
rency that it seemed almost impossible be 
should sigu any bill that in the lea3t differed 
with this purpose. And yet in a fortnight he 
signs the compromise currency bill that not 
only does not advance U3 any on the road to 
specie payments, but eveu inflates tho curren­ 
cy. It is difficult to understand such dealing 
with the most Important question of the time, 
unless several write the President’s public pa­ 
pers and be understands none of them. 
The great need is that our financial system 
should acquire such a positive tone as that our 
men of largo capital can go ahead with their 
enterprises that look to a future market. In 
place of a far-reaching policy that would set 
the iron mills aud factories to work, complete 
railroads, and erect buildings, wo Lave a 
wretched bill that may stimulate the peanut 
vendor or apple-woman into a forced activity 
during a short season, while real bu3inos3 lan­ 
guishes and money accumulates at tho great 
commercial centers for lack of use. 
The new law legalizes the $26,000,000 of 
reserve now iu circulation. It further reduces 
the required reserve of national banks to five 
per cent., which lets looso thirty millions 
more, and as a sort of sop to the west aud 
south provides for tho transfer of $35,000,000 
from other sections of tbo couutry. All this, 
with the exception of the transfer, which iu 
reality amounts to very little, is just tho op­ 
posite of specie paymeu's, and is as difficult 
to harmonize with the President’s veto as his 
professions of Civil Service Reform with his 
Butler appointments.

A TERRIBLE CATASTROPHE. 
SAD TERMINATION OF A FESTIVAL. 
Over a Hundred People Killed and 
Wounded. 
Syracuse, N. Y., June 23.—An appalling 
catastrophe occurred here 
to-night. 
A 
strawberry festival was being held at the 
parlor of the Central Baptist Church, when, 
without any premouitioo, the floor gave way 
about half-past nine, precipitating the room- 
full of people iuto the story below. The par­ 
lor was ou the second floor aud the room 
underneath was also full. A fire alarm was 
immediately giveu and the firemen hurried to 
the scene, and soon 10,000 people were there. 
Five dead bodies have beeu taken out and the 
work has hardly commenced. Probably a 
hundred persons are inore or less injured, 
many very seriously. 
The following bodies have been recovered: 
Dr. O. E. Wainwright, Mrs. Walnwright, Miss 
Minnie Thomas, a child named Ostrander, a 
little girl named Leonard, a little girl named 
Horton, Miss Theodore Holmes and a little 
girl named Winnie Collins. Rev. George T. 
Dowliug, pastor of the church, is dangerously 
injured, as is also his wife, who is not ex­ 
pected to live. Iíev. J. H. Eddy is seriously 
injured. 
Stracuse, June 23—Later.—The following 
have beeu taken out dead: Dr. O. Wain­ 
wright, Mrs. E. Austin Barnes, Mrs. James M. 
Crow, Mrs. J. E. Karr, Miss Gu3sie Carpen­ 
ter, Mrs. Abijah Yceder of Utica, Miss Gracie 
Holmes, Miss Minnie Collins (aged 13), Hattie 
Leonard (5 or 6 years old), John Austin, ----- 
Ostrander (a boy 9 years old), Miss Minnie 
Thomas, Frank Collins (aged 14).,LuluIIorton 
(aged 12). Mrs. Dr. Wainwrigkt will un­ 
doubtedly die. Ex-Alderman Austin Barnc3 
is very seriously injured. Rev. Dr. J. II. 
Eddy is slightly injured. The bodies are sup­ 
posed to be all recovered now. About two 
hundred persons arc injured, but it is impos­ 
sible to get the namc3 to-night, as the excite­ 
ment is so great. 
The scene in the streets around the church 
battles description. Thousands are gathered 
there asking after friends, waiting for the 
dead and attending to the injured. The en­ 
tire police force and fire department of ttie 
city were called out and took charge of the 
work of recovering the dead and wounded. 
The broken timbers were hoisted up with dif­ 
ficulty. The wall3 of the church did not fall 
in, but are seriously damaged. Tho church is 
comparatively a new oue. A few minutes be­ 
fore the floor gave way it trembled so that 
many persons left the room, fearing an acci­ 
dent, which had been predicted by many. 
The accident was caused by tlie-giving way of 
a joist that supported the floor. The joist ran 
from both sides of the room to a cross string­ 
er, the middle of which was supported by iron 
rods from the roof. The stringer gavo way, 
pulling the ceiling and roof down upon the 
people and precipitating them into the room 
below. 
The work of recovery was exceedingly slow, 
as it had to be done in the dark and it was 
feared every moment that the walls would fall

SEN A TE. 
Washington, June 23. 
The Senate proceeded to consideration of 
House !fills on the calendar and disposed of a 
large number, principally relief bills. 
Mr. MORRILL of Maine,from the Conference 
Committee ou tbc sundry civil appropriation 
bill, made a report which was agreed to. 
The bills for the admission of Colorado and 
New Mexico as states in the Union went over 
til! next session. 
The post route bill was read a third lime 
and passed without discussion. 
Mr. FENTON of New York called up the 
House bill to declare the bridge across the 
Niagara River authorized by aci of Congress 
June 30, 1870, a post route. Passed. 
The Senate tlien at 1:20 o’clock went into 
executive session. The doors were re-opened 
at 2 o'clock. The Senate in executive session 
concurred iu the House resolution to extend 
the session till 6 o'clock, and subsequently 
adopted another extending the session until 
9 o’clock. 
The Senate re-assembled at 5:15. The con­ 
ference) commilteo report on the bill to print 
extra copies of the report of the Commission 
ers of Education was agreed to. 
The House bills to relieve the política dis 
abilities of John Forsyth and J. L. Pugh of 
Alabama wa3 passed. 
The bill authorizing coinage of a twenty 
cent piece of silver was passed. 
After a brief executive session the com 
millee appointed to wait on the President re 
ported lie had no furtber communication to 
make. 
A resolution was offered by Mr. BAYARD, 
and unanimously adopted, tendering the 
thanks of the Senate to Hon. Matthew 11 
Carpenter for the courtesy and ability with 
which lie has prosided over their deliberations 
Mr. CARPENTER made an appropriate re 
ply and then ’declared the Senate adjourned 
sine die. (Applause). 
HOUSE. 
Mr. GARFIELD reported from the Confer 
ence Committee on the sundry civil service 
bill and explained it. Agreed to, and then 
tho consideration of the conference report on 
the pest office appropriation biP rps resumed 
and adopted. 
Mr. WILSON of Indiana, I: 
tbo Joint 
Select Investigating Committee ou Hie Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, made a report ia the mat­ 
ter of tho burglary in tho District Attorney’s 
office. The committee bad not been able to 
complete the inquiry, but was satisfied that 
one of the objects of the conspiracy was to 
falsely implicate Columbus Alexander, one of 
the memorialists. He reported a resolution 
to furnish copies of testimony taken on tho 
subject to tho Attorney General and Secretary 
of the Treasury for action against detectives 
Whiteley and Nettlesbip. The resolution was 
adopted. 
The Senate bill authorizing the Committees 
on Appropriations of both houses to meet dur­ 
ing the recess of Congress to make inquiry 
into machinery by which reforms can be made 
in expenditures of the civil branches of the 
service was passed. 
The Senate bill reorganizing several staff 
corps of the army was passed—yeas 135, nays 
58. 
At 2:45 the House took a recess until S:15 
r. m. After the recess a concurrent resolu­ 
tion extending the sesson until 6 o’clock, so 
as to allow bills to be enrolled and signed, 
was agreed to, and then at 3:30 the House 
took another recess until 5 r. m. 
After recess Mr. BUTLER or Massachusetts 
made a second attempt to get iu his bill pro­ 
viding for preference being given to discharged 
soldiers and sailors and their relations for ap­ 
pointment and retention iu office. 
Mr. CREAMER of New York objected, stat­ 
ing that Butler had humbugged tbc people 
long enough this session. 
Mr. MAYNARD of Tennessee, from the 
committee to wait on the President, announc­ 
ed that the committee had preformed that 
duty and had been informed by the President 
that lie liad no further communication to 
make to Congress; that he tendered his con­ 
gratulations and gave the committee a part­ 
ing salutation. (Laughter.) 
Mr. PLATT of Virginia moved that the re­ 
port bo accepted. (Laughter). 
Tho Senate amendment to the House Utah 
judiciary bill was concurred in—112 to 36. 
Ou motion of Mr. CALDWELL of Alabama 
by unanimous consent of the Senate the hill 
removing the political disabilities of James L. 
Pugh of Alabama was passed. 
This was tho last legislative act of the 
session. Some time before the hour of fiual 
adjournment there was a noisy murmur of 
most friendly leavetaking between members. 
As tho bauds on the dock dial indicated G 
the Speaker, wishing all of the members a 
safe and happy return to their homes and 
families, pronouaced the first session of the 
forty-third Congress adjourned sine die. Then 
leavetakings were conducted with more 
demonstrativeness, all tho members parting 
with the Speaker with a most cordial inter­ 
chan"# of good wishes, and so by degrees the 
hall, late so full aud noisy, became vacant 
and still.

tain Van Aken lo ath e boat in company on 
Monday evening at six o’clock, and thou Ful­ 
ler was seemingly in good health and spirits. 
Mrs. Fuller says he scorned cheerful and well 
all Monday evening and retired at the usual 
time. 
About half-past four on Tuesday morn­ 
ing he arose and, as was his custom, made a 
fire in the cook stove iu a room adjoining the 
one In which he slept. 
After making tho fire 
he returned to bcd, and when Mrs. Fuller 
arose to prepare breakfast, and while engaged 
in a room adjoining Hie sleeping apartment, 
she Heard lier husband breathing very heavily 
and gasping. 
Silo went into the bedroom to 
learn the enure and found him in some kind 
of a fit, for lie was black about the eyes und 
lips and there was frotli issuing from Ids 
mouth. 
Mrs. Fuller a ss terrified, of course, 
and immediately called to Miss Melissa Vail, n 
doctor who lias apartm ents in the same build­ 
ing, for aid, and Miss Vail promptly respond­ 
ed, but Hie victim was beyond human aid antj 
died about half-past five. 
Tile neighbors of Mrs. Fuller were very 
sympathetic and kiud iu their attentions, do­ 
ing what they could to lighten the sudden and 
heavy stroke which had come upon lier.

Tuesday morning. The deceased was a young 
married man, having no children, who came 
to this place about a year ago, and since the 
first of last December he has been employed 
on board the Rondout a3 a deckhand. 
Cap­ 
tain Abraham Yan Akcn say3 Fuller has al­ 
ways appeared to eDjoy good health since be­ 
ing on the boat, and he was one of the most 
reliable men ho ever knew. 
Fuller and Cap­ 
tain Van Aken left¡thc boat in company on 
Monday evening at six o’clock, and then Ful­ 
ler wa3 seemingly iu good health and spirits. 
Mr?. Fuller says he seemed cheerful and well 
all Monday evening aud retired at the usual 
time. 
About half-past four on Tuesday morn­ 
ing he arose and, as was his custom, made a 
fire in the cook stove in a room adjoiniug the 
one in which he slept. 
After making the fire 
he returned to bed, and when Mrs. Fuller 
arose to prepare breakfast, and while engaged 
in a room adjoining the sleeping apartment, 
she heard her husband breathing very heavily 
and gasping. 
She went into the bedroom to 
learn the cause and found him in some kind 
of a fit, for lie was black about the eyes and 
lips and there was froth issuing from his 
mouth. 
Mrs. Fuller was terrified, of course, 
and immediately called to Miss Melissa Vail, a 
doctor who has apartments in the same build­ 
ing, for aid, and Miss Vail promptly respond­ 
ed, but the victim was beyond human aid and 
died about half-past five. 
The neighbors of Mrs. Fuller were very 
sympathetic and kind in their attentions, do­ 
ing what they could to lighten the sudden and 
heavy stroke which had come upon her. Cor­ 
oner Citarles Stephan was notified, and after 
impaunoliug a jury, of which Mr. Nelson Bur- 
ltans was Foreman, an inquest was held. The 
first witness called was Mrs. Ida Fuller, the 
wife of deceased, whose evidence we have 
given in substance above. 
Dr. A. T. Douglas 
was next called. 
He said he had examined 
the body, but could form no opinion as to the 
cause of death. 
Captain A. B. H. Van Aken 
was next called,and testified as to the temper­ 
ate habits and general good health of deceased 
since lie had been one of the crew of the Ron­ 
dout. 
At this juncture the jury arrived at the 
conclusion that a post-mortem examination 
was necessary, and one was accordingly or­ 
dered to be made by Dr. Douglas and some 
other physician whom lie might select, the jury 
to adjourn to await the result of tbe post-mor­ 
tem. 
The jury adjourned at 9:30 a. m. to 
meet at 8 i\ it.

he thinks he is doing what ¡3 right.

health is eligible to membership. 
The ad­ 
mission fee is for applicants under and includ­ 
ing fifty years of age, $2; from fifty to and in­ 
cluding fifty-five, an additional 50 cents for 
each year; from fifty-five to and including 
sixty, $1 for each additional year; over sixty 
the feo to be fixed by the Directors. Upon the 
death of a member, each surviving member is 
assessed $1.10, and tho family of the dece^ed 
receive as many dollars as there arc members 
in tho Association, there now being between 
three and four hundred. 
This system furnishes a cheap kind of life 
insurance, which is growing inore and more 
popular among people of small means.
